Aid: Association. Disappointed at the ill 
success of his efforts to xeclaim Chun Afook 
from thieving by punkah-pulling, It seems 
that Mr Hennessy proceeded to form tho 
Board of this new Association by a Minute 
from the Peak, and the firat, meeting of this 


body was held last Monday week. Itmay be |- 


explained thatthe Committee, as intended, 
fs to consist of four Europeans and. elght 
Chinese, that {t will meot once a week in a 
room in the Clty Hall, and that two Chi- 
nese and one Turopean will form a quorum. 
The object of the Soolety {s, in general 
terms, to reclaim and reform those Chinese 
who are let out of Gaol after serving thelr 
sentences, to look after them, house them 
if necessary, find employment for them, 
and become semrity for their honesty and 
good behaviour after they regain the (no- 
minal) ‘position of honest cftizens, It-is 
sald that the means to be adopted to attain 
these desirabls ends were varlous. It was 
to be arranged, {t seems, that the Super- 
intendent of the Gaol would supply to the 
Society weekly lata of the names of prison- 
ers whoue sentences would expire the week 
following, giving all necessary details ; that 
the Soclety’s agent would communicate 
-with the friends of the prisoners, wherever 


they were, onthe mainland or elsewhere,~ 


to atoertain whether or not thelr frionds 
eared to take charge of them; and that, 
falling this, everything that could be done, 
by way of anilatance and.‘ cosseting,” to 


forward their Interests and obtain for them 
respectable employmont, would be per- 
formed, : 

The preliminary meeting of the Board, 
on Monday, the 27th ulto,, was attended 
by Captain ‘Ducat (Asting Gaol Superin- 
tendent), Mr James Russell (Polloe Magis- 
trate), Mr ©. ¥. Creagh Hootie Capiale 
Supérintendent of Police), Mr » Wodex 
house (Acting Registrar General and Pro- 
teator of Chinese), MrT, O, Hayllar, and 
Mr H. L. Doonys ; with Leong On, Wal 
Akwong, and Fang Ming Shan, as repre- 
sentatives of the Ohinese Community. 
Captain Duost occupled ‘the chair, and 
stated that, In addition to the names of 
Board members mentioned by. H. H. the 


Governor, Mr Hayllar had since been nom-. 


inated’ by Mr Hennessy as a member. The 
status of MrH. L. Dennys was not a0 4 

parent, but his presenca seemed to be 
accounted for by the fact that he was ready 
to assint Mr Hoyllar inthe good work, Mr 
Wodehouse having been appointed Secre-" 
tary, the disoussion of the objects of the 
proposed: Scdety was proceaded with ; 
whon Mr Hoyllar, who evidently appeared 
“for the Orown” and was taden with doou- 
ments from the Peak, spoke regarding the 
great necessity which existed for reclaim- 
ing and refoming the oriminal. population 
—awakening the conscience, as it were, of 
the morally torpid ‘‘gaol-birds” after their 
discharge from ‘prison — placing trust in 
thom, as an incentive for them to become 
worthy of that trust being reposed in them. 
Mv Hoyllar then rere the means which 
it was thought should be adopted to achteve 
these ends, and dwelt strongly upon the 
strenuous eforta which ought to be made 
to assiat and to find honest: pss Ea Ba 
for those unfortunate natives who had. been 
convicted ‘of theft: and other irregularities.

Wona Avo, the individual convicted of 
burglary, brittal violence, and cell-bréaking, 
and who says ho dares not return to, China 
becauso. he murdered a man who, according 
to his story, killed his brother, has boon 
thrashed. It seems that Wong has latterly 
varied his defiance of the prison regulations 
with occasional yelling and screeching, and 

a day or two ago, these performances got so 
unbearable,. that tho visiting Justices were 
called in'to consider what should be’ done 
with him. Tho ‘result was a recommenda- 
tion to the Governor that he’ should . be 
flogged. If Wong hed reckoned” on ‘his 
“No.l good Friend” saving him from a - 
flogging he was rather disegrecably sur- 
prised. His Excellency in reply, we are 
informed, wrote a despatch. (it is ‘said.to - 
have been of considerable dimensionsy in 
which he reiterated his disapproval of the 
practice of flogging, but ultimately con~ 
sented to the soothing effects, of the rattan” 
boing tried on the rascal. Wong thereupon . 
seoeived twenty-four strokes from the rattan. 
and they are said to haye worked a wonder~ 
ful improvement, in his condition. 

ANOTHER prisoner, charged with having 
‘returned from deportation, has been dis- 
charged from oustody.on the. ground’ of 
the invalidity of the warrant.

Asow, @ boatman, was charged with hav- 
ing returned from deportation, Chinese 
constable, No, 283, deposed that he ap- 
prehendéd the prigoner in the stresta of | 
the Oolony about ten days: ago.

the offence, The Magistrate (Mr Rus- 
sell) said that. prisoner had undergone 


| twelve-months’ imprisonment for return- 


ing from deportation on a previous occa- 
sion. At the conclusion of that term of 
imprisonment in “March last, fresh 
deportation warrant was issued, and he 
was sent away from the Colony for ‘an- 
other five years. He had-now returned 
again, It so happened however, that pri- 
soner was in luck this time, because 
through a recent decision in the Supreme 
Court, which he, the Magistrate, must. 
observe, he must discharge him on the 
ground of the invalidity of the warrant. 
The -warrant was dated the 27th Feb- 
ruary 1877, ‘and-it proscribed this mam 
from residing within the Colony for the 
space of five years from-the 6th March 
of the same year. Prisoner was really 
sent away on the 11th— : :
